13th day of February, 1688. for or by reaſon of any Settlement, Conveyance, Judg- 
ment, Statute, Recognizance, extent or other Debt, Charge or Incumbrance

And to the intent that all ſuch Claims may be fairly made, heard and deters ' 
miued: Be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all ſuch Claims | 
ſhall be made and tendred to the ſaid Truſtees, or any Seven or morg,of them. 
Written in Parchment, and Signed by the party making the ſame, or ſueli wh 
perſon or perſons on his, her or their behalf, as aforeſaid ; and ſuch Signing hal 
be Teſtified by three or more credible Witneſſes, who ſhall Subſcribe their 
thereunto, to Atteſt the ſame; and every Claimant ſhall therein particu 
expreſs all ſuch Eſtate, Right, Title, Intereſt, Uſe, Poſſeſſion, Reverſion , Re:

of what Grant, Gift, Settlement, Conveyance, Security, Title or Incumbrance, he 
or they do Claim the ſame, and it ſuch party Claimant hath, Demands or Claims 
any Eſtate, Right, Title or Intereſt in, or to any part of the Premiſſes, by Vertue 
of any Incumbrance for any Debt or Sum of Money whatſoever, ſuch party ſhall al- 
ſo in his Claim ſet forth 1uch Incumbrance and the Dates and Contents thereof, and 
the Witneſſes thereto ; and if the fame be Recorded, when and where the ſame was 
entred of Record, and whether ſuch Debt or Sum of Maney was and is really due, 
and remains wholly unpaid or unſatisfied, or what part, or how much, thereaf 
hath been really and truly paid or ſatisfied , by Money paid, perception of Pro- 
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11>, or hy any other ways or means howſoever; and every ſuch Claim ſhall be 
Tranſcribed by order of the ſaid Truſtees, and entred in Books to be. provided 
and kept by them tor that purpoſe, as a perpetual Memorial thereof, and the ſaid 
Truſtees or any Seven or more of them, are hereby Impowered and Required, ac⸗ 
cording to the beſt of their Diſcretions, to Hear, Determine and Adjudge every 
{uch Claim or Demand at any time or times after the Entry thereof, and before 
the 25th day of March, 1701. And for preveating any Surprize therein, the ſaid 
Truſtees or any Seven or more of them are hereby charged and required to ap-

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any perſon or

more of them. And if any witneſs produced and ſworn before the ſaid Truſtees, 
or any Seven or more of them ſhall be wilfully and corruptly Forſworn, in Order 
to ſupport any ſuch Claim as aforeſaid, every ſuch witneſz being thereof lawfully 
convicted, ſhall incur the pains and penalties Enacted in Caſe of wilful and cor- 
rupt Perjury, and ſhall ſuffer ſix months Impriſonment without Bail or mainprize. 
And if the party Claimant, ſhall upon the hearing any claim, prove the ſame by 
good and ſufficient proof upon Oath, or otherwiſe, as the nature of the Caſe ſhall 
require to the ſatisfaftion of the ſaid Truſtees, or any Seven or more of them, 
the ſaid Truſtees or any Seven or more of them are hereby required to allow ſach 
And to the end thit all and every the Rents, Iſſues and Profits ariſeing or grow- 
ing out of all and every the ſaid Eſtates and Intereſts herein before Veſted in the 
ſaid Truſtees, may from and after the ſaid Second day of November, i699, until 
ſuch Sale or Sales be made thereof, as atoreſaid, be Anſwered and Paid to ſuch per- 
ſon or. perſons, as the ſaid Truſtees or any Seven or more of them4hall Authorize 
and Appoint to Collect and Receive the ſame, for the uſes herein after mentioned. 
Be it further Enacted, that all and every perſon or perſons who are or ſhall before 
the roth day of Auguſt, 1700. be poſſeſſed of any Lands, Tenements or Heredita- 
ments by this Act Veſted in the ſaid Truſtees, as aforeſaid, ſhall before the ſaid 1 othi 
day ot Auguſt, 1700, fend notice thereof in writing to the ſaid Truſtees, containing 
a truz particular of the Quantity and Quality ot ſuch Lands, Tenements or 
Here dit men, and under what yearly Rents, Covenants and Contracts the ſame 
were, or are Held and Enjoyed, and what is the true and utmoſt yearly value 
thereo!?, and upon any wilful Neglect or Default thereof, or Fraud therein, ſhall 
Forteit Three years value of the Rents and Profits thereof, and ſhall yield and pay 
all and every the Rents reſerved and payable of and for the ſaid Eſtate or Eſtates, 
or otherwile account for the profits of the ſame during their reſpective Occupation 
thereof, from the ſaid ad day of November, 1699. Until ſuch Sale or Sales ſo made 
thereof as aforeſaid to ſuch perſon or perſons, and at ſuch places as the ſaid Truſt- 
ees or any Seven or more of them ſhall tor that poreen Direct and-Appoint; and 
in caſe any perſon or perſons ſhall refuſe ar neglect to pay and anſwer the Rents and 
Profits of the ſaid Eſtates, according to ſuch Directions, as aforeſaid, that then it

ſhall and may be lawful to and for the ſaid Truſtees, or any Seven or more of them, 
to direct a proſecution in the name of His Majeſty's Attorney General of England or 
Ireland, againſt the perſon or perſons ſo neglecting or refuũng to pay or anſwer 
the ſame, as in cafe of a Debt due to his Majeſty, and when recovered, tlie ſame 
ſhall be immediately paid to ſuch perſon or perſons as the ſaid Truſtees or any 
Seven or more of them ſhall Direct, to be app!yed for the Uſes, Intents and Purpo- 
ſes appointed by this Act. 

And whereas ſince the 13th day of February, 1688. divers perſons have entred ins 
to and upon ſeveral parts of the ſaid Forfeited Eſtates, and Held and Injoyed the 
ſame without any ſuch grant thereof, as aforeſaid, or any lawful Title therunto; 
Be it Enacted that every ſuch perſon or perſons ſhall be reſponſible for all and 
every the Profits of the ſaid Premiſſes during the time of their Occupation there- 
of, and ſhall anſwer and pay the value thereof inte the Receipt of His Majeſty's 
Exchequer in (reland, on or before the firſt day of Auguſt, 1-co. or in Default 
thereof, ſhall Forteit double the value of the ſame Profits by him Received as a- 
foreſaid. | 

Provided nevertheleſs, if any ſuch perſon or perſons ſhall on or before the 1 oth 
day of July, 1760. Diſcover to the ſaid Truſtees ſuch Lands, Tenements and Here- 
ditaments ſo by them enjoyed as aforeſaid, every ſuch perſon or perſons are here- 
by declared to be Diſcharged of and trom any account of the Profits thereof before 
the ſaid Second day of November, 1699. 

And for ſome further Relief to all and every ſuch perſon or perſons who 
have Purchaſed the Inheritance of any part of the ſaid Forfeited or Forfeitable 
Eſtates or Intereſts in Poſſeſſion or Reverſion of or from any Grantee thereof, or 
ot or from the Heirs or Aſſigns of ſuch Grantee ſince the ſaid 1 3th day of February, 
1688, Be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, that it ſhall and may be 


lawful to and for the ſaid Truſtees or any Seven or more of them, and they are 
hereby required in ſuch manaci as is herein after mcationcd, to allow ro and as 


mong ſuch Purchaſers their Executors, Adminiſtrators or Aſſigns, the full Sum 
of One and twenty thouſand pounds of lawful money ot Ireland in equal propor- 
tion according to the reſpective Sums of money Actually paid by every ſuch Pur- 
chaſer, who ſhall prove the actual payment of ſuch purchaſe money before the 
1oth day of Auguſt, co. 
And for Encouraging all and every perſon and perſons whatſoever, any ways 
indebted or liable to pay any ſuch Sum of money to any ſuch Forfeiting perſon as 
aforeſaid, upon or at any time ſince the ſaid 13th day of February, 1688. to make 
a ſpeedy Diſcovery and Payment thereof to the ſaid Truſtees, or ſuch per ſons 
whom they ſhall appoint to receive the ſame. Be it Enacted, that every ſuch 
perſon who ſhall before the Firſt day of November, 1700 make a full and true 
diſcovery to the ſaid Truſtees in writing of any ſuch Debt or Sum of money io 
due and payable ro any perſon or 2 Convicted or Attainted of the ſaid High 
Treaſon not being a Debt by Judgment, Statute or Recognizance) and pay two 
third parts thereof, at ſuch time, and in ſuch manner as (hall be directed by War-

ſhall and may thereupon allow to every perlon fo Diſcovering the ſame, one full 
Fourth part out of the ſaid Goods, or the proceed thereof; but all and every perſon 
and perſons neglecting to Diſcover the fame before the ſaid Firſt day of November, 
1700, ſhall for ſuch Offence Forfeit double the value of ſuch Goods or Chattels; 
And the ſaid Truſtees or any Seven or more of them, are hereby Authorized and 
Impowred to make any ſuch Compoſitions or Agreements touching any ſuch Debtz 
Goods or Chattles ſo as aforeſaid to be Diſcovered as the ſaid Truſtees or any 
Seven or more of them ſhall in any ſuch Caſe, on due conſideration of the nature 
thereof, or Circumſtance of the parties cancerned therein, think fit and reaſonable, 
and when any of the Debts are Secured by penaltics or are due and owing upon 
Accounts not Adjuſted, the fuid Truſtees or any Seven or more of them, are 
hereby Authorized to State, Settle and Determ ne the ſame; And for an Encou- 
ragement to all and every perlon and perſons not ſo Indebted, nor poſſeſſed of 
any ſuch perſonal Goods or Chattels, as aforeſaid, who ſhall at any time after the 
ſeid Firſt day ut Member, 1700, Diſcover to the ſaid Truſtees or any Seven or 
more of them, any Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, Debts, Goods, Chattels, 
Real or perſonal Eſtate whatſoever Concealzd, until the time of ſuch Diſcovery, 
where or wherein any perſon or per ſons Convicted or Attainted, or who ſhall be 
Convicted or Attainted as aforeſaid. or any others in truſt tor them, or any of them, 
was or were poſſeſſed or Intereſted within the ſaid Realm ot Ireland, on the ſaid 
1 3th day of February, 1688, or at any time ſince. Every ſuch perſon who ſhall make 
any ſuch diſcovery ſhall have and receive for his reward Five — out of every 
Twenty Shiliings, or the value thereof in perſonal Eſtates ſo diſcovered, after Seiſure, 
Recovery or Receipt thereof, or the value thereot by the ſaid Truſtees, or any other 
perſons by them or any Seven or more of them Authorized and Appointed to re- 
ceive the ſame, and out of all Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments of the yearly 
value of Twenty Shillings ſo diſcovered, after Sale thereof, by the ſaid Truſtees or 
any Seven or moi of tliem, any ſuch proportion not exceeding a Fourth part of 
the value thereof, as the ſaid Truſtecs or any Seven or more of them ſhall think 
fit; and the fſa'd Truſtees or any Seven or more of them ſhall under their Hands 
and Seals Certifie unto the Lords Juſtices, Lieutenant Genera!, Deputy or other 
chief Governor or Governors of the Kingdom of Ireland for the time being, the 
names of every perſon who ſhall make any ſuch diſcovery to them, and the Sums 
every ſuch perſon is Intituled unto by reaſon thereof, and the ſaid Chief Governor 
or Governors : hereby required upon the receipt ot ſuch Certificate without any 
other Wr. nt or Authority whatſoever, to cauſe payment to be made to ſuch diſ- 
coverers uf 1i-.  Sums as ſhall be ſo Certified to be due out of ſuch reſpective Sums 
of Money us, all be paid into the receipt of his Mafelty's Exchequer of Ireland, by 
rea ſon l fuch r:{peftive diſcoveries.
